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THE BRITISH WORKERS AND THE WAR. 


For the last jeara the Labor Movement in thia country bus 
been going on very indiflerenth . There was a great enihuenam 
for ^ocialigu in the years 18dG 87, but in proportion aa that 
enthuaii^^ died out in the few middle claas people who bad 
inined tfie Speiuliat movement, and in proportion as the latter 
M^ay to upjn it as upon a rreana of becoming M.P.’s, the 
^ftL’incnt wgau f » loae ita energy. Undoubtedly the id* as 
been spreading, but the wurhera, loo indolent, fiiiled l - 
makeoutof it the powerful and the indomitable movement which 
it ought to be by thia time. 

Again, there wag a revival in the year 1800 when the Kiglit 
Houra Movement Legan. The workers conceived for a moment 
the hope of storming the position by means of iroinense May 
Day demoustrntioDB which, if they hnd retained their original 
character, would have ended in atrikea, nearly and in 

groat labor movements. However, here again the firat impetus 
was not maintained. Politicians stepped in, and the May Day 
demonstrations 8*'on fell to the levil of First Sunday in May 
gatberinga devoid of any vigour. The demoralising idea of 
utilising the movement for electoral purposes gained the upper 
hand, and at the present moment these gatl orings have ^‘St all 
the importance they promised to acquire ten years ago. The 
great movement fell flat. 

And, finally, the intervention of the difibrent fractions of 
British Socialists in the last elections in favor of the CoDsarv* 
atives, gave a last blow to the Socialist movement. The result 
of these moat unhappy tactica was out to give to tba Liberals 
and Radicals the lesson which the promoters of these tactics 
expect^ to give. It was only to give a free band to the Con¬ 
servative party in their reactionary inner policy in favor of 
the Church aud Laodlordism, and to their foreign policy of 
Imj^rialiBin. 

Three times already, since the Salisbury-Chamberlain Minis 
try came to power, this country was brought to the verge of 
war. Once with the United States on the Venezuela question, 
when most submissive excuses and appeals to a common Anglo- 
Saxon origin bad to be made by the Hritinh literary people and 
the leaders ot London ** Society ” to appease ihe anger aroused 
in the States by the arrogant tone of ine Sali>bury despatches. 

War wiUi Russia waa only prevented by the skilled move of 
Russian diplomacy which convoked a Peace Congress and thus 
gave the Kngli^h Liberals the p*‘)Saibi1ity of starting a Pence 
agitation. 

Aud, for a third time, this country was on the eve of being 
niunged into the most fratricidal of all wars~a war with 
Franec- wben m *st arrogant notes were sent across the 
Channel in connection with the rather insignificant Fashod.'v 
incident. It wss only the advice of the Russian diplomats and 
the coolness of M. Delcasie (who probably saw the TransvHul 
war coming and foresaw ita consequences) which prevented the 
two nations from being thrown by the British landlords, Chunh 
people and capitalists into a war of exterminatioo against esih 
other. 


At last the Transvaal war broke out- The handful of unacru- 
pulous capitalists who have got hold of the public opinion of 
this couutry had evidently decided, in their wisdom, that the 
two peasant republics (whose aggregate white p^^pulation hardly 
reaches 620,000 inhabitants, and whose aggregate Boer popu. 
lation hardly equals that of Leeds or Newcastle, i.e. 360,000 
men, women and numerous children included) could be smashed 
and annexed in a couple of weeka. To go hundred against one 
(38,000,000 British against 360,000 Boers) and thus to annex 
to Britain one of the richu'^t g*<ldfields in the world, was too 
good iin opfK.rtunity to be mihsed. The Boers don't allow the 
blacks to work in the gold miucs; and we wore told lately by 
the Coiiipauy dirxtora that the value of the shari'S of the dirt'or- 
e.it kSouth African cmupaiiics W‘>uM double and treble if black 
Ubor could be introdreeJ in the Transvaal gold iiiinua. 


The blacks have been brought hy Englith law into serfdom, 
and arc compelled in Ktinberloy to wnrk for whatever wagee 
a Company chooses to pay them; black labor would thus be an 
excellent means to get rid of the white laborers, who insist 
upou being paid high waves. This pro>pect of introducing the 
Kimberley slavery at Johannesburg waa again too good to be 
lost by our rulers aud swells, most of whom are important 
shareholders in those companies. 

Is it not touching indet'd, to see all the Chaml>erIaiD fimily, 
d >wu tn the new-born babies, inscril>ed as holders of shares in 
the South AfricHD companies (25 shares being held by the babies 
aud up to 1,000 lieing held by the fulbgrowo inombers of this 
pvruicious family^l And is it not still more touching to learn 
that 111 iliu Kyuocli Company, which supplied auniitiuition to the 
Boers, the biothcr of the bead of the dynast*' (Mr. Arthur 
Cliumbei lain, brother of Joseph) is the chief director f True 
that Mr. Arthur Chamberlain has confesced, in his organ The 
Birminaham Poet, having supplied ainmunition to the Boers 
only wp to the yrar 2896\ but we know ton well the value of 
such ''confessiors with a limitation'' to attach much importance 
to the latter. The ** brother** kae coufessed that it is with 
Kynoch's bullets and Aitbur'a cartridges that Kritisb soldiers 
have been shot on the Tugela and the Modder. What can we 
expect un^re from his luodcMty ? 

Tba result of this war is well known. Fifteen thoueand men 
(3,000 prisoners aoi] 12,000 killed, wounded and dead from dis¬ 
ease*) are the item of the losacs incurred by thia country in 
breaking through the first line of defence of the Boers: the line 
which they had drawn on Britieh territory and by means of 
which thiy have prevented,^ foV four monihs in succession, a 
38 000,000 strong nation, sup^xirted by her colonies, from io> 
vadiug Boer territory. If we add to the British losses the 
losses of the Boers, aud put them at ono-balf only of the former, 
it will mean that no less than 0,000 Boer farmers have been 
mowed down. Men who demanded nothing but to be left cuL 
tivating their fields and bringing under culture such parts of 
the gh>be as no one else has ever desired or shown himself 
capable of cultivating. 

More than 20,000 men have thus been aacrificed, during the 
fret act of the drama, to the greediness of the Rothschilds, the 
De Beers, the Rhodeses, the Chamberlains and other interna¬ 
tional bloodsuckers of the Lombard Streets of London and 
other Koropeao capitals. 

Hiiw many thousands more will have to be aacrificed now 
the Boers fave taken to their eecond line of defence, which 
they have drawn across their own territory and which their 
women, in addition to their children, will aid them to defcuu f 

The laager abandoned recently near Arundel waa found to 
contein all sorts of women's attire, and even feeding bottles for 
babies, which had been lelt behind. Even outside of their own 
trrritory, in Cape Colony and in Natal, the Boer women share 
by the side of their men all the hardships of war. The *'dod* 
combatAota".inake in every army about one-third of the aoldiei s. 
Bui, when a nation takes to arms to defend her independence, 
everyone must be a combatant, and the Boer women, carrying 
their babies at their breasts, undertook to be tbe Non-combiti- 
aots who cook the food for the men while they lie in the trenches, 
and who attend to their horses, to the loading and unloading 
of tbe waggons, and so on. 

This waa in tbe first line of defence; but now that the Boers 
have to defend their second line, on their own mother land, we 
shall certainly see the women, rifle m hand, defending tbeir 
trenches. The children, down to sixteen years of age, are 
already in the trenchea. The boys under that age, from tcu to 
sixteen, are Rlrea<^ practising with their rifles, ns we saw in » 
photo taken by a Russian photographer in the Transvaal. Now 
their motbors will join them, oince the beginning of the war 
they have been pressing upon Krnger to permit them to form 
women-cororoaodoes, and the old man was at last compelled to 
promise that ench commandoes will be formed if the British in¬ 
vade the Tranevaal.

From the time of John Bright, when the British proleUrians 
turned their backs to the Soeialisls who worked amongst the 
Chartists, t.ie workers of this country hare been induced to 
belicTe that the more their masters ptneder in diaUnt lands, the 
richer they will be themselves. 

Under the pretext of hading new “markets"and keeping 
‘•open doors", the British workers have supported their mas- 
Urs lu their policy of sucking the bIcod out of Turkish and 
Indian pu.isants, Egyptian fellaheen and Negro slaves. All the 
world hud to be turned into a field of exploitation for the British, 
and the Eritish workers have supported this policy with all 
their hearts for nearly half a century. 

When the open town of Alexandria in Egypt was bombarded 
by the British ironclads, without even showing the mere pre¬ 
text of resistance ", aud when the church bells rang nil over 
Eng and to glorify this tiiassacro: where were the English 
workeis to protest against this act of high way-robbery in 
which France refused to join ? When the Matabeles were shot 

like Dinv-pius, their cattle were taken, and serfdom—true 
serl.ioi,,, 1 „.eaii-was imposed upon the survivors, what did 
the Bnti.-h workers say to that ? They gave their approval. 

Alter ml, the worker said, " there is competition all mund 
to our inaiiufuctures; so it will not be bad at all if so rich a 
country na Egypt be orought under English rule, and if so 
many milhoua ot blacks are enslaved to ua.” The idea that the 
wealth ot a nation is measured by the number of rich men in 
the nation is so deeply rooted in England that by this time 
many iiiilliona of si-culled “free-born Britons" feel happy to 
have thousamis of rich men in the country, and theraselvM to 
earn their living as servants, as valets, as gardeners, as butchers 
and grocers in the service of those who plunder distant lands, 
or luxuries snd smutseineDts to those Adventurers

Britain is literally studded with such mansions and bonsea 
belonging to officers and officials retired on full pensions after 
a short service in India aud the Colonies, to bankers enriched 
abroad, to serf-owners in Africa and the like. The main wealth 
^ the nation la no longer made by the country's manufaelurea. 
Herchiol net income la the X80,000,000 that she gets every year 
as inierest upon the more than £2,000,000,000 distributed as 
Wus all over the world : loaus mostly twice repaid already (as 
Hviidmau has proved, figures m hand) by Egypt, but still in- 
BCi lb.;dio their lullvalue on the books of the Egyptian Treasury. 
Banking (>.s. trade in money), not the sale of British manufac¬ 
tured g.ioUs, IS now the great and profitable occupaiion of the 
Krue-b in every town of the far East and far West. England 
IS no mure a nation of shippkeepers," as Napoleon I. sai<I and 
Mr. Huxley repeated with pride, but a nation of moneylenders 
and traders in gedd. And, this being so, the British workers 
become more and more the servants and pluasure providers for 
rich moneyloiidcrs, for " .-idmiiiistratorsof India who have 
brought It to the verge of starvation, for bankers trading in 
money in Asia and elsewhere, for the Armstrongs and Whit- 
wortbs with sub Armstrongs and sub-Whitworths, all 

enriched in providing the British nation with a fleet in order to 
maintaju these sources of iocome. 

Masters enriched by plundering all over the world, and well 
paid servanu u> ihoae masters : this is what the British nation 
IS going to become with gigantic strides. The present war was 
only the means of making a further great step in this direction. 

Tlie worst of it is that, far from condemning this policy of 
the nation, the great mass of the Brit sh workers, and especially 
the London workers, openly supjioi t it. The ideal of the “free 
Briion^ seems now te bo a well-paid servant to the mao who 
has made a fort, it Johannesburg, at Cairo nr at Hong Kong: 
bis aiiihiii.in is to .lavo bis dau^'fater wearing the alavey-boncet 
ID tbs rich ma-® • ruansiDD, and his son ruDniog in a butcher, 
grocer or milk CIS t to take orders at the “gents* ” doors ; to 


bo emplojed in the stables or the gardens of an African Crceaiu 
and to glory in the horses and gardens of his master; to carry 
all over England the mistresses of the rich men od their holiday 
trips; to amuse them in the theatres and circuaes; to sweep 
the streeU for them; to build them mansions; to light them 
by electricity and to supply them with lozuriee from all corners 
of the world. To be a servant to the rich who plunder the 
world; this now seems to be the highest ideal of the “free 
Briton*. and the war is nothing but an attempt to go farther 
and further in that direction. 

When an sgitaiion was started in this country, in 1086, to 
nationalise the land, to return it to culture, to give the mass of 
the Englibh nation access to their own land and to create a 
wealthy agricultural population which would be the best cus¬ 
tomer tn British manufactures: what echo did that agitation 
6nd amidst the British workers, apart from platonic resolutions 
voted at the Trade Union Oongresa and forgotten as soon as 
the Congress was over t 

No, to cultivate the land may be good for Boers and Hnn- 
^rians ; not for us. Is it not far better to say to our masters; 
“Plunder the world, and, provided you bribe us with some share 
shall give you full power for that; we shall 
stand by you, glorify you, erect you faronxe statues, and throw 
apd pen-knives at your oppoDeuts.’* And this was what 
the British workers have never ceased to say to their masters: 
when they seized Egypt, when they shot down the Matabele, 
when the great Empire took for itself the cattle of these starve¬ 
lings and impo&ed serfdom upon them amidst a Jesuitic talk 
about Liberty t 

1^1 us hope. At least, that the heroic struggle of the Boers for 
their independmee, and all the blows that this war is going to 
give the just-tticctioned policy of Britain in Asia and every¬ 
where will at bist open the eyes of the British workers and show 
them thnt a policy of robbery and of sharing the spoil is not 
always the easiest way to well-being for a nation any more than 
for individuals. The Malfia“ system carried on by a nation 
is as risky for it as the “ Maffia** organised in Italy by indi¬ 
vidual robbers.

THE EFFECT OF WAR ON THE WORKERS. 

(Addr€S» hy Emma Goldman on Fd>ruary 20t in London.) 

Fbllow Wohksrs. —Let me begin my address with a quotation from 
one of Eugland'a greatest men; not the England of to day, the invading, 
murderous, crushing England, but the England of a time when Liborty 
and Hospitality were h«*r main virtues—the England that has given 
the world the profouodest thinkers, tho moat brilliant writera, the moot 
touching ponta, from among whom Carlyle stands out like a shining 
star upon the firmament. It was he who said, when asked “ What is 
the net purport of Wart**: 

“There dwell and toil, in the English village of Dumdrudge, aoms 
five hundred souls. From theae, by curtain ** Natural Enemies " of tbs 
French, there are auocessaively selected, during the French war, sa/ 
thirty able bodied men : Dumdrudge, at her own expense, has suckled 
and nursed them : shu has, not wiUiout difficulty aud sorrow, fed them 
up to manhood, and even trained thsm to crafts so that one can weat'e 
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Mother baild, Eootbor hAtumer, aod tbo weftkeot tiEad under thirty 
•tone Evofrdopou. Nevertheleea, emid much weeping ood eweAnnu* 
thrjr Are telecicd; aII dr e teed io rod; end ahipped Awoy, At the public 
chArgee, ■oiue two thoueoud milee, or toy only to tbo south of Spoio ; 

And led rhere till wanted. And now to that eame epov.ar** thirty 

•iiiiilAr French Artieant, from a French Danidradge* in like MiAiiner 
wctiditii;; till At length, After tnflnite eficrr, the two parties cO'ne into 
aoIuaI joxUpoiiuoit : and Thirty stands fronting Thirty, each witb • 
tun in fats hand. Straightway the word “ Fire !** is given : and they 
blow the ei'Ula out of one another; and in place of sixty brisk, useful 
erafistnen, the world has sixty dead cArca«se«, which it must bury, and 
anew shed tear^ for. Had the^e men any quarrel t Busy as the I>nvU 
is, not tlie SDiaileet! They lived far enough apart ; were the eotirost 
strangers; nny, io so wide a Universe, there was even, unconsciously, 
by Commerce, soiue mutual belpfulneas between them. How then I 
Simpleton! their Governors bad fallen out; Hi<d. inaiead of shooting 
one Hootlier, bad the cunning to make these poor biockheads shoot.** 

In thew* few pithy words of Carlyle, lies the whole eecret of War 
a&d MilitarUnt. Only a shurt while ago in wbat is called tbe greai«^t 
and freest land in iho aorld (I mean America), from each Dumdrudge, 
thirty, nay, moie, men were selected, dressed in uniform and shipi^ed 
to a strange ccuniry ; and the sau'S was done in many Duiiidrudges of 
Spain. Both Spam and Anieucs had nurs«d and suckled their sone 
into strong and ktuidy craftainirii. These same sons had children and 
wives to care for ■ -cfcen a mother ami atster to support; but no amount 
of tears or piayers could keep them at home; they were told to go, hi> r 
so they went to blow each other's brains out. Had they any quarii > 1 
None whatever; they, too, live<l far enough apart, and in thia wide 
world ther*« was rather a bond of helpfulness between them. What 
tbent Iti the cnse of Uie American men, we were told that a beautiful 
e> ntiiiient, a deep moial, whs the motive poser; and so it was to some 
extent—at leasts tlie Aiuericiin people liimght s». It was the deep 
sympathy with t he sutfering Cubans, tortured ai d »tHrvi*d by the butcher 
Weyler under tlie regime of the Spanish clergy aud guverumeut; it wae 
the just indignation of the Aoierican people over the atrociliei committed 
in Cuba—I say: of tlie Ainsrican people; 1 should say, of tbe Amertcao 
worker—and this nob’e lenumeiit, these hoinatiiUriao fe3lmgs, served 
the Aiuerican govrruors as a good pretext for fighting Spam m order to 
get Cuba into their clutcbee. 

Do you wish to know bow the Aiuerican-Spanisb war effected tbe 
worker* T I will tell you. First of all, Aoierica lost tliousand* of her 
sons—who either died of fever, lack of proper nourishment, or were 
killed by Spanisli guns, or (as a reward for their patriotism and devotion 
to their country) by embalmed beef furnished l>y American capitalists. 
Itiaiead of those stiong, able-bodied men who left their sboree for the 
bwttletii'ld, we have today thousands of broken-hearted mothers, hungry 
widows and orphans, who swell the number of the uoemployod uud 
iiduce the wages of tbo workers. Then we have the War Tax of Two 
(jruts—only a nny, you know ; for ibe Govrrnmriit was kind t4> u«— 
a pt-iiuy War Tax that still, like tbe sword of D muooIos, hangs over the 
workers' heada, that has iiiCreaei.d Uk* price of meat from 4(i. to 6ii, 
biraii from 2d. to 2|d. per Joaf, coals fiom 17*. to 25a, per ton, rent 
fioiii 24.*. to 20s. a uionth, beer, clottiing anu other neeeseilies of life lo 
still higher pi Ices ; it has ruined buodreUs of small tradesmeh, increasvx 
lUe ranks of tiie unemployed and reduced wagrs. 

btill, all this suffering could be patiently Imrne if only one knew that 
tim Culwtne had been helped. Were they helped I 1 deny it. 1 smv 
that ail the blood spilt, all the lives lost, all the uioiiey spent has been 
ill vain ; the Cubans have been freed fiom th« aiiovious ;,overnment of 
8|Miin but only to fall into the hands of aiiotli**r almuet as unscrupulous. 
W« havti but to tliiiik of Homestead and its sitike where eleven men 
were killed and some 20 wounded; of tha c‘sl strike in the Coenr 
d'.\hii«- mines in Idaho, where 200 men were thrown to rot in the Hull 
P> II aiid confesaioris extorted at tlie point of the bayonet; when we 
think of the atrocities rampant in the Nnuth, of the n**gross lynched, 
torturtd and burned hy infuriatrd crowd* without a hand b^'ing raised 
or a word ^aid fur Uieir pnitection—wh»*ii we think of all tln ai things, 
then I say that tlie A>orrictiii Goverrinieiit is hardly an improveniHi. 
u^aiii the Spanish, s gio of which alieady can already be semi in C'jbi. 
wiii-re, 12.000 woiki'iB Uong out on strike, the srniy was thre 
to lie called out. Wo nave MHVed tue Cubans from the bullets of 
urd>‘, only, it seema lo nu*. to exp>*so them to tlio brutality of ti-'- 
bloodhound* of Anierivait c ipiraliMo. Hut if this were not aiifli 'Ii m . 
there IS a Still lurjre (l»'gfHoiiig, iiuinitiating wml brutal result of tbe ’a 
American Spanish wai— 1 aliudn lo the invii»ioii of the Philipp >.» 
Klaiids and the cruahing of the Filipinos, tho<ie nolile re‘M-ls who »re 
still defending thi-ir inoependence, though sUughlereil by hundred*, 
their liuuies burnrd. their wealtU destroyed, and their women ill-used 
by the very men who wt-nt to free the Oulians in the name of Liberty. 
Coluiiihia! cover jour face under thn sliame of it; for you have become 
but H prosiituto to the vice and gteed of your sons! 

A;i*iti weciti say with Carlyle, out of every Britiih and Irish Dura- 
dredge, men have taren seUcleil, diessetl in khaki and sent to tbe Trans* 
Van; Cl* h'ow Out the souls of th«* Hoers. Have these Englishmen quar- 
tebrd anil the Huers? Why, no, un the contrary they were friends 
utiMl .* suort lime backt Wiiat then? lu this case we cannot oven 
^av tli> ir Governor* have fallen out, for the Governor oi ii«r Tiansvaal 
Invv rtainly done mor«> than any seSfrrsp cimg man could or ought to 
do:h the effort lO pfevriit war, bv yielJiox tO tli« ilmuand* o» f’hamber- 
lai , C*cd Rhodes aud Alfred Milner.

I see a report io 
one of your dailies, that a number of ministers have called upon you 
to repent; God because of your sina, having been against you no little 
in this war. Now I always believed the English were the most pious 
people on the earth; at least, they have always pretended to be such 
yet God has punish^ you; might it not be because you obeyed the call 
of your Governors to invade and slay a peaceful people? But no, your 
mioisters call yon to repent bresuse God fv»r ooce in their crude imagi* 
oaiion is on the side of the rightoous—otherwise he is too often on the 
s<de of the rascal. I haidly, liowevnr, think it neovssary to go into 
details regarding tbe Englisb-Hoer Wnt; enough has already been said 
from different sides as to the results lik' ly to obtain on the workers; 
blind indeed are those who do not see tliem already Aside of tbe io* 
Cf ease of the oost of tlie coal aud food, aside of your 20,000 obildreo 
going to school without breakfa-it, y^m have sold 'your breakfast, yoo 
h bve sold your birthright for a mess of pottage; you staad before the 
w<«rl(l as willing slaves to the whims of robb^-s and thieves, at>d you 
havu shown yourselves incapable (in spite of the gifts of choooUt«^ from 
h»*r gracious Majesty and plum-puddingi from your aristocrats) of meetp- 
mu aud besting a handful of faimersl 

Do not tell me Mr. Chauil>srUin is responsible for this war; it is you 
who are re«ponsibI*, With Huskin I esn say: "Tberw are two kinds 
of sUv>s—me are scourged to their work by their vvhip. o her* by their 
igiio<Alice; HO ue are bo'iglit with money, olheiN with praise [or pro* 
misoa of chocolate?.] Again, it matters not wb«t kind of work slaves 
do; some are set to digging fields, others grav»*s; m}iiia press the juice 
out of vines, some tbe blo^ of men, but it is slavery just the ssuie, 
becaiits you do things at the biddiug of others.” 

Y***, fellow-workeis, this is your curse—luing things at the bidding 
of others. When, uh when, will you learn to bt> yourselves, to ihius for 
yourselves, u> act for yourseh'et? Not until )oa have lexrnt to under¬ 
stand the Wrongs of War, of bloodsh«*d, of legal murder and robbery ; 
that all clas* and racial haired is but tlie rrsall of your iguorauce, aud 
that while you wilfully choose this ignoranos you become the easy tools 
of your Governors, who are too cowardly to go out and fight thein- 
selves.

I belitre one such m»am to b» obtainable, if lAe Iim tltrmmU juat 
'^itcutied art frrvptrly combined and lUilieed^ namely; the neeeaeity to 
intereet the puUic (tba mans cd the workera) eeononicaUy in etrihee ae 
ieeil ae etrihere themeeivee,—and the neeeeeity/or the workere o/* o feeling 
ef reeponeibility for %oheU they do^ making them u«e their eflorta to 
cease to injure their fellow men by unsocial work. 

Such means would giro an impetus to the feeliugs of self-iespect 
and of solidarity and would consequently lead large maases on the 
road to freedom, making them amenable to farther propaganda, as 
the teachings of propaganda would no longer to such a oegree be 
contradicted by their and our own lives as U the case at present. 

The main outlines of such means are, in my opinion, for the wor¬ 
kers; to refuse to do work detrimental to the public, strengthening 
their position by exposing to the public plainly how they are deceived 
and defrauded; and for the public: to support such movements, 
strikes based on such grounds, by active eym{^hy and the boycott. 
Such strikee may end by a gnio to the etrikers and to the public, 
this time really 4it the coet of the capitalist, reducing bis rate of 
profit. They cannot destroy the root of the system as no strike 
can unless it be the determined refusal to work for others, the 
general strike, the social revolution,—but they can link together the 
working claaaee to a greater extent than they are at preeent; strikee 
would lose their individualiet character and become matters of cof- 
ZecCttw interest which they are today only by sentiment and the per¬ 
sonal conviction of aome, not by their economic boais. 

In practice those tactica may asatime, of course, manifold forms. 
Thsy ought to form part and body of the conscience of tradee 
uniouiaU and Socialiste befeue all; after tbit, practical efforts will not 
be wanting. 

If for example the organised haililing tiades would reeolve that 
no unionist ouiy touch helping neither to erect nor to repair 

them,—at the *4%nie lime expoaing to (he public the hopelessly unsani¬ 
tary char:icterof all patchwoi-k in this dir^ioo, the question of hous¬ 
ing would oome before tbe public in a larger sense than it ever hns pre- 
▼ioualy in spite of all oommittees, meetings, newspapercumpeigna etc. 
No wonder tluit the people remained indifferent to all this agitntiem, 
aathey saw that in r^tlity allgoeaon as before; their own fHenda and 
neighbours, if in the building tiade. perpetuating the bousing misery 
by their ridiculous repairs, whilst they themselves, perhaps, if in the 
retail trade, return the compliment by selling poisoued stuflf to eat 
and to drink to the builderv, labourers, etc. One cute tbe other'e 
throat and tbe capitalist pulls the strings. If house property is eon- 
damned eh last, this is done neither by tbe people who inhabit it and 
eeeed but leave il alone, nor by tbe woikere who repair it and need but 
leave it alone aieo, but by the eanitary anihoritieet who act in solidarity 
with tbe rich eJaseea, protecting them from infection by centres olf 
dieSMs!* Initiative and aelf-reipeot are little known among the vic¬ 
tims of this system, and no effort ought to be spared to create them, 
xiod the feeling of responsibility is one of tbe meens to this effect. 

If the building trades of London rseolved, not to lay their hands 
OD the immense areas of tluma in the Beat and the South of London, 
by one stroke the question not only of bousing but also of landlordism 
would come to the front. 'Ibe cry of tbe public in reply would be: 
J^o Rent! and tbe shop osaistanta might help by coming out, refusing 
to handle further tbe abominable foM which they now sell. This 
might give to eome East Endera the idea to inspect tbe bousing ac¬ 
commodation in the West End doaer or to study the food supply at the 
.docks. In any case there would be a slight chance of getting rid of 
the worst features of tbe East Eed—which is something—and tbe 
amount of new and clean work whicli tbe building trade would get to 
do io better auiroundings would repay them fm* ^e aicrifioe of euch 
a strike. 

Let the textile tradee expose the shoddy clothes production and 
refuse to produce them any longer. Even smaller sections—who 
might be occupied io making such goods look bright, smooth and 
durable on tbe OiiUidr, could do something to lay this before the 
public and set things going. 

Again, ms to cAcNiic^ works, white lead hells and tbe like, where ’i 
tbe work iteelf not the product, is ruinous to health, no amount of 
oommUeration and pity nor legislation seems effective; to make these 
places deserted, Mhame ought to be heaped on those who allow them- 
aelvea to be murdered there, cousidj^iog them worse than blacklegs 
as they really are, for they keep these places going aud as long aa they 
are worked, new victims—ignorant, eometimea, on entering work,— 
are attracted day by day to fill the ranks thinned by the collapse of 
these ineviuble victims. 

Or might not the ehop aeeietante win many of their immediate de¬ 
mands if they seriously resolved to consider it ae diehonoHrable to tell 
lies to tbe public as they do now to make large soles to maintain or to 
better tireir position? The public would kaiid by them naturally, boy- 
oottingtheoWinoteshopkeeper who would be left alone with liis discre¬ 
dited inferior stuflT. It is really Lord for the public at large to feel sym¬ 
pathy with this class of workete as they are at present: we may be 
aorry for their long hours of work and aubotit in good humour to tbe 
inconvenience caused aomeiimes to us by early cloaing, but we know 
that our sympathy will not prevent the salesmen selling us stale food 
for fieeb, if the hhopkee).»ei- expects them to do so. 

In short, neconeumere we oaiit»ot feel sympathy with the tools of tbe 
capitalist and ns the grent maaaee in both cases are worktre, they re¬ 
main divided and hostile among themselves and only practical action, 
mutual eoli-torxty can overcome tliie existing hostility; conviction aud 
aentiment ate good factore also, but do not meet all cases. 

I think tliat these exiimplee, well or ill chosen as they may be, 


illustrate ut any late uiy uiertang, which does not atrnJ or fall with 
the value of these ex imples however. I fully see the difficulty of 
making a atart iu this direction, and suggest the dtacusHiou of the 
subject of reeponaibility aa the first step. Uuce a ptinctple is under¬ 
stock and Mocepted by however few, men oome forward, uucilled, un¬ 
prepared, unorganixed, to act upon it. A movement m ty start in the 
smalleei shop by the wm-keia throwing down their U>ola and refus¬ 
ing to do any lunger their worthivsa, unsocial work; or it may be in¬ 
augurated io the orthodox way by l eeolutious of congraMtao, etc. Tbe 
idea is, after all, only a auudl step forwavil lu altruiMu: if n man who 
helps to lowe<‘ tbe wages, etc., of Itis fellow-workerw is d^pioed ea a 
blackleg on account of his une tcial art in thie gueetion, let tlii< be ex¬ 
tended to all uneoeial work; uiid, if tliv piu-iicuiar uorkers will not seo 
ibis fiiet, let the public see it and ac?t upon it. 

All this may sound baid and he.ii-tlves, but I see only two alterna* 
lives: either Im purely eetUioxental. shut your eyes to raison, pity 
everybody, excuse everything and you must end by cryiug over the 
soldier killed and wounded or the |•ollcemiin oomctiaiee eome to grief 
in tbe exercise of their duties. Oi* 1 m« logical—and then you cannot 
find an excuse for all this, except the nit >gether untrained stata 
of public opinion on this matter and your next stop will be to try 
to raise public opinion on the qui»>«tiott. In ignoring or denying lit# 
the pKnciple of responsibility oue simply follows either the falUcion# 
ways of snpei ficiality and oowaidioe, aiddliiig somebody elee with 
what we shirk ourselves, or of more sentiiuei<t.ilu»m iiislea-J of accep¬ 
ting at List an unwelcome ti'Uth.

It will be clear from tbe (u^ediug that my sug^eetioo U twofold: 
of laising the feeling of responsibility and of utilising il for the so Uf 
speak collectivist sti ikes in tbe public iulercet tui de^i ibed. If thn 
Litter are judged to be iuptmcticable, tbe fot niei' proposal twiaaine un¬ 
shaken aud other means ought to be found to creite aud to utilise 
this all important feeling. I strong'y feel that it is unworthy of 
men to do to their fellow men whst ver h irm the capitalist bidJ 
them to do, justified iu their belief by tlie shallow excuo of: I ata 
only a tool. This mny do for tliooe who accept Uie pre^ut syelecn 
and are Miiti»6ad to be the to.*Uof t le cupitolieta and the euJiivere 
of their fellow men. Rut tho-e »b ido euch uusoei.il acts and yei 
reject tbe present system aie, uncouiciously, ouwanls, who will uevetf 
really oveitlirow it. / tcanl men to become fee m their own minds 
fret, then re/uee to do work that perpetuates the misery and slavery 
their fellow men and by thie to ereate a broad current of eympathy and 
solidarity ^ the proper bcksie for further action. 

This economic action seems to me to be nearest to a man who feeld 
free himself and finds the basis of hie fiwedom io the freedom auA 
wellbeing of all others. If be caouot, by refusing to work for tho 
capitalist alu^ther, make an end to the preHent sysWci, Ite will try 
at any rate not to work to tbe detriment of bU fellowmeu, imiwlled 
by his own eelf-respect and unheeding even wiiether their solidHri^ 
responds immediately or not. This ts tlie Amu'cbist way of doia^ 
ouieelveM what we wish to see done. 

The old political end authoritai-ian way is that of washing ou^ 
bands of it, proclaiming these thinge as inevitable aud theiwhy per¬ 
petuating tliem. ti'Usting that othera will do something for u« whiek 
we oursdvee will not or eanfM< do (terai but t09 oftuu intei'chou^a- 
able!). Not aooepting this finest principle iu politioi, we ought up 
reject it in socinl 018110111 m^the laige^t degree and Lcnee emphosiae 
the responsibility of everydae fiir wiist he dues. 

I will but add (hat iu dheumiug this subject the term memlitjf 
should not be used in theMen«e of my requning the workers to be- 
cotue more moral. I have nut ui*ed ^is word in thie oonimetion ao4 
it is open to misundei>tanding. I want them to be«»»iao self-respee« 
ting, dignified, fiee befoiv ull; and than their own feeling will tell 
them torques unsocial acts in the wideeteenee mlliey r.-fu-e to beoom# 
infui'ineiwand blacklegM. It h vmy well u»Niy: fit>.idt!»lioy theuapi- 
talist system aud then they will acquire theim aiuditie^; but who ie 
to destroy this system, we roust oak, mucs M iiz's d.jgma that the 
dipitalists will swallow one another until uone aie left, uo longer 
comforts us as it did so long the Social-UemociaU? 

Iu oonclusion, 1 repeat that I do not wtoh to lesi^ theimportuuue off 
any existing method of propaganda, but would liketosoatiie present 
method dthcussed, especially wheo AnaichioU meet trodtw uuiouietsu 
An extension of tradee union action fiom mere trade matlera to ef¬ 
forts for public emancipation might bean ultimate outcome and woaU 
win tbe sympathies of all who feel fiee tlieunwivesaud want ail othera 
to be free aa well. 

I should also like to see previous effbita in tbe same direetioo wbidl 
1 omit, communicated heie.

THE SOCIAL REVOLUTION. 

By MICHAEL BAKOUNINE. 

In my Laitreo A tin /Voncaia, Sept. 1870, I bad tbe easy and tad 
honor of foreeeeiog and foretelliog tbe horrible evils that afflict Franco 
today and, with her, the whole civilised world ; evils againet which 
there wae then and is now bot one remedy : Tbe Social Revolution. 

To prove thie henceforth inconteetable tmtb by tbe historic evolntioii 
of society, and by tbe very facte that are passing under our eyes ia 
Europe, ia eucb a way m to be accepted by all men of good faith, by 
all sincere inquirers after truth and then to expound frankly withoet 
reservations and without equivocation tbe pbiloeophic priuoiplee and 
the practical ends that oonetituta, to to eay, tbe living spirit^ the found¬ 
ation and aim of that which we call the social revolution, ie the obgect 
of this work. 

I know the task I have imposed upon myself ie not easy, and I might 
be accused of presumption if X brought into this work the least per* 
eona] pretension. But I can assure tbe reader I do not \ I am neither 
a echolar nor a philosopher nor even a profestional writer. 1 have 
written very little in my life and 1 have only done that, aa it were, in 
parsonat defeDca,aDd then only when a paa<ioDaU conviction forced me 
to conquer my instinctive repugnance to any exhibition of myevlf in 
public. 

Wno am I, then, and what is it urges me now to publish this workt 
I am a passionate seeker after truth and an enemy, not less embittered, 
of the raiscliievoui fictions which the party of ord-r —this official privt* 
leged and interested repreoentative of all the religions, metaphysical, 
political, judicial, economic and social villainies past and present—still 
pretrnde to use today in order to stupefy and ensUve the world. I am 
a fanatical lover of liberty, considering it aa the sole medium amidat 
which the intelligence, dignity and happioeet of men can be developed 
and increased ; not of that altogeihur formal liberty—granted, meavjrwd 
and regulaUd by tbe State—an eternal delusion and which, in re«hty, 
never represents anything hut the privilege of a few founded on the vn- 
siaveoiiMit of all; not of that individualist liberty—^goiatio, beggarly 
and fictitious—extolled by the school of J. J. Rousseau as well as by all 
other schools of bourgeois literalism, and which considers the eo-callt’d 
right of all represented by the State as the limit of tbe right of each, 
which tends necesaaiily and always to reduce t!ie right of each to s*TO. 

No. I Diean ilie only liberty which is really worthy of the name; 
the liberty which consists in the full d'.’velopmeiit of all the material, 
inulhctual and moral power* which exist aa latent faculties in each; 
tha liberty that reoogniaea no other reetriciione than those that are 
traced for ue by tha U*s of our own nature in such a way that, properly 
speaking, there are no reetrictiona—since these laws are not'imposed 
upon us by some legislator fmm without, wbttlier dwelling beside or 
above us. They are immanent and inherent in us ; they constitute Ihe 
very basis of our whole being, alike the material as the intelloctual and 
moral. Instead, i)i**d, of finding in theio a limit, we should consider 
them as the actual conditions and effiettve ground of our liberty. 

1 mean that liberty of each which, far from lieing arrested as by a 
harrier liefore the liberty of others, finds there, on tha contrary, its con* 
firiuMtion and extension. The unlimited litrerty ot each through tbe 
liberty of all. Liberty through solidarity ; lih**rty in equality ; hberly 
triuujphing over brute force and the principle of authority—which was 
never other Uian the ideal expression of this force. Tbe liberty that., 
after having overthrow It all celeaiia) and terreairial idols, shall found 
and organine a new world—that of comradeship—on the ruins of nil tbe 
churches and all IStatea. 

1 am a convinced p«rtis-iii of cconoiuic and social rq-ialiiN ; because 
1 know that—outside of this r-qualily—liberty, justicr*, hunian dignity, 
morality and individual wrll-ltctug, aa wr|| as national prosperity, will 
never be anything nther than itluaion*. However, us a pariixtii of 
liberty—that first condition c f humanity—1 think that equality should 
be established in tiie world through the voluntary organisation of the 
labor and collective property of pneluciive assuciatimi* freely orginist-d 
and federated in commuuea arid through the feds'ation, eq lally volun¬ 
tary, of communes ; not through the supieme and tutelary action of the 
State. 

Tbut is tbe main point which divides Anarchiit C<Hiiinunisls from 
authoritarian Collectivists—part'zaiis of the abvolu'e inituiive of tiio 
Slate. 'l*h«ir aim is the same ; both pirti«*s deeire equally ihf creali)ii 
of a new social order founded exclusively upon ttm orgaiiUMtIoii uf t.iu 
collective work inevitably impon^-d on each and all by Urn very fsucei^f 
things; the rqual economic condiiions fur all and on the cO ieclivo 
appropriation of the instruinmta of labor. 

But the authornariaii Collectivists fancy 111*11 tli»y will be able to 
arrive at this thiongh the development and o*g<»ni*atiun ot tho political 
power of the working classes—chi*^fly of tho town proh t.viiai—with the 
help of bourgeois Rarlicalism. WinUt Anarchist (joni>Muni»te—snemivs 
of any alloy or of Miiy iquivocal alliance- think, on 'hi* c-mir^y, that 
they van only attain thi» end through the dvv«lopiiieiit .iii'i O' g uiisation 
of the power, not jadmcal but sneial and 00114 * ijuenl ly anti |ol:tiv’al, i»( 
tl e working masv«» equally of ih** towns mi-j lli'* L-ininiiy, ami nciutling 
ail men uf good will aiiion^si the higher ulaisen who, bMnkii<g with ail 
their paei, will ftankly join wiUi them and accejit •liei’ pi jgram<ne. 
From ibeiic? arise two ditt'eroiit methods. Colleci-tv s ^li.inK they mui'. 
organise the woikrr*' foico in order to seixe tbe politicJ puw-i- of tnu 
State. Aiisrchists oigainso thomselvee with a view to the deitniction 
or, if one wiah a more polished word, the liquidation of t ie StsU*. 
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CoUaetiTuU »r* tb* putiuni ol tb* principle end preetice of euthority. 
AnercbitU beve conbdcnoe only in liberty. Both ere rqaelly pertizenr 
of eoienoe, wbicb mnet kill enperetition end replece feitb; bat the one 
wiibee to impoee it. wbilet the other etrivee to propegete it in order 
tbet coneinoM homen groope mey eponteneoutly orgeniee end freely 
(ederele tbeneeleei from belov npwerde on their own motion ini oon- 
formebly to their reel intereeU, but never eocording to e plea traced in 
edvence end impoeed on the “ignorent meHee" by eome luperior inlet- 
ligenoee. Anerchiiti think there ii mock more prectioel reeeon end 
epirit in the inilinctive eipirelioni end reel needi of the “ meeiee ” then 
in the profoand intelligence of ell thine doctori end tntori of bunienity 
who, in ipite of eo meny feiloree to render them hippy, itill cootintte 
their effort!. AoirchisU think, on the oontrery, Lumeoity hee elloerd 
iteelf to be governed too long end tbet the eonroe of ite evilo doee not 
now reeide in this or thet form of government, but in the principle end 
eery feet of government iteelf whetever it mey be. 

It ie et leit the oontredictioo, elreedy become hietoric, end which 
nxiete between the ooinmauUm ecieotiGcelly developed by the Uermen 
eobool end eccepted in pert by Ainericin end Eogliih SocielUU on the 
one eide, end Proudhoniim, largely developed end puehed to ite logical 
eonclneiooe, on the other which ie eceepted by the proletariat of Latin 
lande. It ie equelly eccepted end will be eo more end more by the 
Slevooic peoplee through their eeMiitielly oon-politicel inetincte. An- 
erchiem hee juet tiird ite Eret etriking end precticel menifeetation in the 
Peril Commune.—[From La Communt di Parit et la notion de CElat.] 


INTERNATIONAL NOTES. 


Comredai in4y reoiemb«r that in Jntt yaar*a May namberof yrtedom 
a cal), signed by Doniela Kieuveuliuis, F. PeUoucior and E. PoagaCt 
appeared^ ooiiv<.^iijg an Intt'riiHtianal Revoluuouary Labor Coogreae 
in Parts which wns to b« open to all Labor Orgaoisations, Trade Unions, 
Socialist Groups and Clubs and Rpvolutioaary Cooimunists ol all 
countries. Last DfC^ oiber a souond notice was printed io Frttdca^ to 
the effect that tbp initiatory group had expanded and had now develnped 
iDto an orgahittiiitf conimitUfe, ootnpoa^d of delegates from the various 
Paris groups—vL. Keiuy, of 71 rue Boffon, remaining as provisional 
•ecrecary. It ureois now intended iha^ ibis Cougro«« shall meet in 
Septtini^r, about the same time as Uie Socialist and Xradea*Union Con- 
greases, and out French comrades urgently advise the previous discuesioo 
of such questions as are to be broached at the meeting, so that valuable 
tioie may not be wasted in uselvas d*fl>ate over irrolsvaii matter. The 
three questions so far proposed {vide December circular) eepecially the 
two last—OrganisatioQ and Propaganda—are, with their issusa, of the 
highest importance; and English groups should set to work in earnest 
and arrive at some decision as to their views on these points, so as to 
be equipped with a clear, definite and practical opinion regarding then 
when tho time arrives to speak or re^ a paper before the Congress. 
This Congress, as comrade Pouget writes, will not resemble its fellows: 
for there will be no parliameniary pedants whose rdle is to force their 
own views into proroinenoe by throttling those of others, and no major¬ 
ity role to stamp out or out-niaocBUvra a weak minority. These very 
facts, however, necessitate careful provision for regularity and ord^r io 
tho proceedings, and be suggeaU (1) discussiou upon the method of 
admittance, (2) the best means of carrying on diacusstoos in Cungreas, 
and (3) the best manner of ascertaining witliout votes the grLeral 
opinion on given points. It is svideni, be wriies, that all comrades 
eoming io the name of a group will be admitted to the Congress; but 
sa its aim is not the imposition of a uniform idt»a upon the membtrs, 
but I ather the drawing-uut, elaboiatiun of and mutual rxchauge of ideas, 
sa well AS of familiarising one another with the vostoins and habiu of 
the localities represeiiCrd, it would very much nairow iht> field of dis¬ 
cussion if the delegates alone were to state their opinioriM ; thus, there 
will be two classes of participants: the group dr]egat4'S and ihr coMii>tdt>s 
who appear on thuir own iuitiative. The Utter will have alMi tlm 
right to speak, but a distinction will have to be mudn betwer-n an 
opinion expressed on behalf of a g'oup and a purely p^rMiinl Opinion- 
Voting being inadiiiisaible, it may be possible to elim iitrt, the dmu- 
ioaiii opinion of all present by simply ivcording that ol rach drifgate 
in tbo first place, and adding to it such non daiegate opinions a« are 
in agreement with thsim. Apparently, our French oouirades, with 
the uuainess aptitude of their nation, are intent on making the Congress 
a success by discussing preliotinariee in good time and so precluding 
tho ohanos of friction when tbs assembly meets. The English groups 
should do the same. 

The victims of the Domieilio Coatto on Uie ioland of Ponsi, near Na¬ 
ples, would be glad to reo**ive suck pap«^rH, pamphletd and books as 
oouirades have to spare. The Ttmpt Nohvmht. will s*'iid them ou, or 
they uiay be posted dirvet to Giulia Petri, Punxa, Fri»«’inc« of Naples. 

Battachi, who has lain io an luliao prison for 33 w«« libe- 

ratod on .March 14tb, by, a« reported, ‘‘special act of grace on the king’s 
part.” At his trial the evidence ag'Unst him was of the scantiest, Imt 
knovi n ai an active propagandist the goveinment chieed his lips with a 
reiuorselHis band. Meanwhile the agitatiou for hts release has never 
been relaxed, and it is due more pro^hly to this, the pressure of public 
opinion, possibly to dread of the red torch of Revolution, rather than 
to any ionato feelioc of ctemenoy, that the king’s act of grace has been 
forced from him. Umbeito and bis ministers would sooner torture a 
a rebel into idiotcy by close oontiuemeut, as io the case of Piuasoenli, 
jliojk release him. 


On March 17th she postponed trial oc Aooiarito’s supposed acoj n* 
plioea eoRjcueoeed at Teramo, (Abruxxi). Tbnir names are Ceocarvlli* 
Gudini, Diattolevi and Colaboca. It wd| be r^'membered that a ooti* 
fesaioii was extorted by inhuman mean* fiotii Aocianto, aod while the 
acousi'd admits that he spo«e with them with regard to his subutqaent 
act, thvy never sanction^ it or imagined it to be but idle talk, ft to 
thought lia will dsny his stalOiuant when confronted with them. 

Luoobeni is again in hit underground cell. The escape of two prit- 
ooer* from the E%Acb4 arouaed eoQsiderable rxcitement among ttieir less 
fortunate coreradea, and Laech'*iii's Iroaiinent in consequence baeamO 
more eevere. Indignant at the injssCiue, in a moment of unooatrollable 
anger he flung something at Uia governor ; the something might havo 
been a pencil only, but it w«s magnified into a frarful weapon—tiM 
pointed key for opening a fruit-can. bo Luccheni goes back to sileooo 
and darkoeas, meagre food and tiary thoughts. For hini no hope; for 
us who think, a Tittle more bitt^raess of thought, a deeper, quieter 
determination to spread the gospel of ravolt on all sides, in all quartert. 

Our old friend Z’dyitonons has c nil** to life again at Ancona, the 
first nntulier appearing on Marcli. 14tli. Anoibc^r Anarchist pspoi*, 
Ptntiero Libertario^ is struggliog into lieiog at Ptaa; three number* 
have come out, of which two were suppressed. Tne oouirades editing 
it ere now trying to raise subscription* for a printery of their owa« 
At Genoa the Pro CoaUi is merged in II CombaUiaft^. 

The world in general is so ab-orbeJ in watching the deaih-throes of 
Transvaal iednpsDdence that a hush seeait to have fallen on other luia* 
deeds, minor goveraroeotal iniquitiss being overlooked in tUe oonteiiS' 
platioo of this monumeatal One, but we will bri fly record three. 

Martinique is an island of the Lssser Antillr* g'oup, aud lies betw-eft 
the now Ainerkan Porto Rico aod the Englisli T'lnidad. It belong# 
to Pranoe, whose govrrnnjeiit, having long since abolished slavery, eg> 
pioits the black population as the English governpresently intend# 
to exploit it in the Transvaal. btarration wages lately roused th# 
Martinique workers to protest^ then to a strike on Uie planlationie 
Tiiv sugar mills had to siiut down, and bands of strikers paraded tli# 
villages amid great enthusiasm. This was enougb for the mill owners. 
Word w«« keut a uriubbouring commander of Mariner, and when # 
body of strikers approached the wealthiest fnetory it was seen to b# 
liltrd with >o)dirrs. Tim mayor of the district, fearing a conflict, wished 
to talk p*av*<ably with th** men; but oontempt lor tne civil power being 
the rswtiiiial spirit of militaium in France aod lu colonies, the com- 
mender negatived hts deaire and, instead, gave the order to fire; 34 
strikers fell under tlie first volley—S dead and 16 badly wounded. 
Prom a stiike the movement became an insurrection, and kiefore peace 
was restored many of the fioesl plantations bad been burnt. Tfaiat i# 
the ooiy retaliation possible to unarmed mao. 

Another Hule story frtNu the same colony : In a village near Say, • 
white mao on friendly ttruis with the natives happened to pasi tbrougll 
after the passsge of a Prvnch mission. Thu Chief received him in n 
kind but timid manner : ** You are a frimd," he said, but let lue show 
you what the whites havt* jusr done!** Ha led him outside tiie village. 
The miation had been lio-piiably recelvad, but on leaving detuaude I » 
Urge force of poriers. The able bodied blacks, piobably knowing what 
that porteiidsd, fled into the jungle; the old men, women and cliililrea 
alone reiuained. They wrre called out cf their huts, placed in a row 
and shot down in cold blood. Tlie white writes: **1 counted 111 bodie# 
as they Uy in a long, sinister line; they were all shot in the b.mk ; th# 
officer in con.iiiand of the tiring party was a friend of the tnerebanfl 
wIk> hud (laiiiaiided the portarm.** 

lu the Htvut de» Htvutt We ar** given an iiiai,,lit into the maa^reol 
the Sakalaves in Mada;;ascar. 1 'iim oflietT who cuuiiuanded the culuisu 
and gave orders for thw ha* l*>*eii promoted and is now cliief of 
Gruaral Gallieni's staff*. It is wr|| to rnmeuilyer these things—tU# 
“piolo” is apt to forget his ni letera* paat crimes ill hts owu preaatiC 
grirviMicv*. Thw Stiig of the Sakalaves had recvivod a party of Freueb* 
mrii will) much fririidlnias*, when news came of the sppro«tfb of troop#. 
Tne Ff«iicbtuen left the king's loan, Ambike, and advanced IO gree4 
tbeir oouirarlrs. To their lawror they «rre t<fld the tribe was lo b# 
attacked. Renioustrance was useleas. lu the middle of the night U»# 
guns were posted and the advance made, at daybreak the sleeping tow# 
was entered. ** The troops rush -d into the houses aod the luaisacr# 
began. Taken by surprise and without any means of rusistauoe, tli# 
wKoU poynlation was bayoneted. Those who fled bleeding weie caughfl 
aod thrust atresh. The king aod all his people fell that morning. In¬ 
toxicated with the odour of blood, and uiiiestrained, the tirailleurs did 
nut spare a woman or child. Wheo the sun was in its strengih tl»# 
loan was nothing but a horrible charnelbousa, iu which the French, 
tired with liaviug slain so many, were wandering. Whan the roll aa# 
called not a soldier or sailor was miMing. Red mud covered the eartii. 
At the end of the afternoon, owing to the beat, a little mist rose—i# 
WAS the blood uf the 5,000 victims.’* 

No doubt it has beeu in a similar, if not quite so brutal a manoer^ 
that the British North Borneo Company has lately crushed tlm so calkfd 
rebel, Mat iSalleh, and his black warriors. Mat, like tiie B<iers, hod 
the sense to dislike Britisli aod Capitalist rule ; forced into subinis* 
sioo once, he nevertheless became restive. This time the Company 
sent an expedition against him ; he was remoraelemly bunted down aiid 
killed. We are not told how, but the custom seems to be when a cap- 
italist can't talk sense into a reWl, to put a bnllet into him, hosst Us# 
union jack and sing God save the Queen. 

Now if we compare the recent massacre# io the Soudan and th# 
French colonies with those that occurred 300 years ago io Hnllaad 
daring its revolt against Spain, we note very little difference. Milltar- 
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i»tii lumy ch»ng« (ti« rut aud colour ol iu ooat, but it Dover cbangoi iu 
•}*ii it. Bj pormiMioo of God," ruDi one of Alva'e deipatobee to bU 
biBf, ** e e beve cat the tbroeu of the barghera and all tbe garriion, 
and have not left a motbrr'i eon aJtve la Nearden." Both tbe eani asd 
tbe deCermiDatioD to oxterminate tMrmin (to uee the British oSoers' 
pkraseelogj), that is, rebels, black or whiter rereaio distinctly wbat 
they were in Alva's time. So mush for oar bMsted progress.
